The former world’s record of 
45 hours, ll minutes and 59 sec­ 
onds was set in France in 1925. 
The flight in addition to an at­ 
tempt to set a new world's endur­ 
ance record was in the nature of a 
test prior to a proposed non stop 
New York to Paris flight in com­ 
petition for a $25,000 cash price. 
Since they left the field the 
aviators established some inter­ 
esting 
marks. 
Flying over a

aviators 
have beer. in fhe air long enough 
to have flown almost three times 
across the Atlantic on the time 
basis of the Alcock-Rrown flight 
from Newfoundland to Ireland in 
1919. 
They had also traveled far be­ 
yond the distance of a flight from 
New York to San Francisco and 
return. 
Acosta and C hamberlin are both 
veteran aviators. 
Acosta is 32 
years old and has ben flying since 
1912, before which time he was an 
automobile racing driver. 
A supply of 385 gallons of gaso­ 
line carried at the start of the 
trip gradually diininshed through 
the morning, but with the passing 
of each hour the lightened craft 
was allowed to slacken speed for 
conservation of fuel.
